Notable  features  -  the  high  death  rate  from  Bronchial  Cancer  in 
Bampton;  secondly,  the  high  death  rate  in  Cullompton,  not  only  from 
Gastric  Cancer,  but  also  from  the  whole  digestive  tract  i.e., 
Oesophagus,  Stomach,  Bowels  and  Rectum.

Plans 
are  now  crystallising  in  respect  of  the  long 
awaited  lift  at  Belmont  Hospital,  Tiverton. 
This  will  be  very  welcome  after  a  16  years 
wait . 


6 .  Maternity  Services 

i|.8-Hour  bookings  are  now  accepted  at  Tiverton 
and  District  Hospital  and  this  has  proved  very 
beneficial  in  making  the  best  use  of  the 
available  beds. 


7 .  Accommodation  for  the  Aged 

The  County  Authority  is  in  the  process  of 
extending  hostel  accommodation  for  the  aged. 
This  is  urgently  necessary.

During  the  year  under  review,,  new  sewerage  schemes  have 
come  inxo  operation  at  (a)  Holcombe  Rogus  and  (b)  Burlescombe 
and  Westleigh.  Several  small  teething  troubles  have  arisen 
in  connection  with  both  these  schemes,  but  such  difficulties 
as  have  arisen  can  easily  be  overcome.  It  is  hoped  that  both 
these  schemes  will  be  functioning  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
during  1965. 

The  position  as  regards  sewerage  arrangements  in  the 
various  parishes  is  set  out  below  :- 

A.  Effectively  sewered  (i.e.  all  except  outlying  properties 
connected  or  connectable  to  a  system  of  main  drainage  with 
no  further  extension  contemplated).

The  Uffculme  works  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  five  years  and,  here  again,  we  experience 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  sludge  from 
the  sludge  beds.  Local  farmers  are  reluctant 
to  have  this  material  at  certain  times  of  the 
year  and  we  have  very  little  storage  space 
available  at  the  sewage  works .  With  regard 
to  further  development  at  the  eastern  end  of 
the  village,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  look  into  the  question  of  enlarg¬ 
ing  the  old  existing  trunk  sewer,  which  runs 
alongside  the  railv/ay  line  to  the  far  end  of 
Mill  Street.  The  Consulting  Engineers 

estimate  that  this  work  would  cost  approx¬ 
imately  £2,335.

The  Willand  sewerage  system  was  Installed  in 
1955  and  is  functioning  satisfactorily.

Approximately  422  premises  are  served  by  the 
present  village  sewerage  systems,  which  dis¬ 
charge  into  settling  tanks  and  then  the 
effluent  is  given  broad  irrigation  treatment 
over  the  land.  There  is  serious  pollution 

of  the  River  Culm  and  our  Council’s  Engineers 
have  prepared  a  comprehensive  scheme,  which 
includes  the  provision  of  a  completely  new 
disposal  works.  The  present  estimated  cost 

of  this  scheme  is  £83,000,  and  the  provisional 
starting  date  has  been  fixed  for  1967.

continued  pressure  from  the  Devon  River 
Authority  to  provide  a  more  satisfactory 
method  of  treatment.

A  new  scheme  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  it  will  deal  with  the  whole  village 
area,  thereby  obviating  the  several  -unsatis¬ 
factory  outfalls,  which  exist  at  the  present 
time.  A  tender  amounting  to  £47,542.  18.  9d. 
has  been  received  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Contractors,  Messrs.  Unwins  of  Tiverton, 
will  commence  work  some  time  during  1965.

Our  Consulting  Engineers 
have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme,  including  the  provision  of 
a  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  we  have 
already  taken  steps  to  acquire  the  necessary 
land  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  such  a 
works  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence 
on  the  scheme  in  1967.  The  present  estimated 
cost  is  £28,000.

The  total  cost 
will  be  high  owing  to  the  strung  out  nature 
of  the  village  and  the  engineering  difficulties 
which  will  be  involved.

The  following  parishes  are  very  rural  in  character.  .  They

In  my  opinion,  septic  tanks  can  be  devised  to  serve  the 
small  number  of  dwellings  in  these  areas. 
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MAINTENANCE  OP  SEWERS  AND  S  EWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


During  the  year  under  review,  the  Council  has  taken  over  a 
small  sewage  plant  at  Hele,  which  serves  private  houses  and  Mill 
Houses  at  Hele  and  the  toilet  facilities  in  the  Mill  itself. 

Samples  taken  have  proved  to  he  very  satisfactory. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a  mobile  gang  with  two  Land 
Rovers  covering  the  majority  of  the  Rural  District.  In  certain 
parishes  and  small  hamlets  we  have  part-time  caretakers,  all  of 
whom  are  supervised  by  our  Public  Health  Department’s  General 
Foreman. 

New  schemes  have  come  into  operation  d uring  the  year  at 
Holcombe  Rogus,  Burlescombe  and  Westleigh,  but  great  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  the  right  type  of  man  to  look 
after  these  additional  schemes.  This  difficulty  has  been  partly 
overcome  by  putting  Mr.  Ridd,  one  of  the  s  ewage  w  orks  labourers, 
in  charge  of  such  additional  labour  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain. 

During  the  year  both  Mr.  Stoneman,  the  Foreman,  and  Mr.  Ridd 
attended  a  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  given  by  the 
Devon  River  Authority  on  the  maintenance  of  sewage  works  and  field 
testing  of  effluents.  Our  staff  found  these  lectures  most 

interesting  and  informative  and,  as  a  result,  they  are  taking  a 
much  greater  interest  in  their  work  and  in  maintaining  a  fairly 
high  standard  of  effluent  discharged  into  the  various  rivers  an;] 
watercourses  in  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming 
year  a  further  course  of  instruction  will  be  given  by  the  Devon 
River  Authority  and  I  consider  that  the  Council  should  arrange  for 
other  members  of  the  staff  to  attend  such  a  course.

WATTR  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  in  the  District  is  from  the  mains  of 
the  North  Devon  VTater  Board. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  throughout  the  Rural 
District  has  been  satisfactory  apart  from  a  few  instances 
where  reports  of  bacteriological  analysis  indicated  the 
presence  of  coliform  organisms  in  small  numbers,  and  when 
resampling  took  place  satisfactory  results  were  obtained, 
apart  from  samples  from  the  new  main  feeding  from  Bickham 
Moor  Reservoir  to  Calverleigh  and  Tiverton  Borough,  where 
despite  thorough  sterilisation  of  the  main  repeated  positive 
samples  re-occurred,  which  were  finally  traced  to  leather 
washers  on  fire  hydrant  installations  on  the  new  main.  The 
leather  washers  were  replaced  and  the  main  again  sterilised. 
Negative  results  were  obtained. 

Bacteriological  samples  of  all  sources  in  the  Tiverton 
Rural  District  are  taken  weekly. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  for  supply  has  been  sat¬ 
isfactory  throughout  the  year,  although  it  was  necessary  to 
impose  restrictions  on  watering  gardens  and  cars,  and  the  local 
source  at  Stoodleigh  required  augmenting  by  water  tanker,  due 
to  lack  of  water  at  source. 

In  addition,  complaints  were  received  from  consumers 
afforded  supplies  from  the  Board’s  main  at  St.  Andrew's 
Estate,  Cullompton,  with  regard  to  intermittent  pressure, 
particularly  at  times  of  peak  demand.  Certain  rearrangements 
of  the  distribution  system  were  carried  out  which  proved 
extremely  satisfactory  and,  to  date,  no  further  complaints 
have  arisen. 

The  Board’s  direct  labour  units,  in  addition  to  consid¬ 
erable  main  laying  which  has  been  required  to  serve  new  hous¬ 
ing  development  etc.,  have  carried  out  main  laying  schemes 
from  Bickham  Moor  to  Pennymoor,  Pennymoor  to  Bickleigh, 
Bulv/orthy  Knapp  to  Calverleigh,  Calverleigh  to  Washfield, 
Calverleigh  to  Tiverton  Borough,  which  have  afforded  mains 
supply  of  water  for  the  first  time  to  this  area:  in  addition, 
the  local  sources  at  Washfield  and  Butterleigh  are  now 
redundant. 

At  present,  two  of  the  Board’s  direct  labour  units  are 
still  mainlaying  in  the  Rural  District,  one  unit  being  employed 
in  a  mainlaying  scheme  to  afford  mains  supply  to  Stoodleigh  and 
the  other  to  Templeton.  Certain  mains  renewals  have  also  been 
carried  out  where  it  was  found  existing  mains  were  very  badly 
corroded  and  required  renev/al. 

The  quality  of  the  water  now  produced  from  Churchstanton 
has  been  considerably  improved  with  the  installation  oi 
pressure  filters  and  the  plant  is  completely  automatic.  There 
only  remains  certain  minor  details  on  the  control  side  of  the 
treatment  plant  to  be  finalised. 

Trouble  was  experienced  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  when, 
due  to  weather  conditions,  it  was  discovered  that  the  sewer 
passing  through  the  catchment  area  was  leaking  due  to  a  block¬ 
age  of  ice,  but  this  matter  was  rectified  immediately  and  the 
Board's  consultants  have  been  instructed  to  investigate  and 
report  on  improving  the  present  drainage  system. 
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The  quality  of  the  water  afforded  from  Newcomb e  and  Sheldon 
sources  has  also  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and, during 
the  financial  year  1 965/66,  it  is  anticipated  that  modernisation 
of  both  these  works  will  take  place.

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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATH 


Regular  samples  have  been  taken  from  the  Public  swimming 
bath  at  Waterloo  Cross,  Uffculme,  with  generally  very  good 
results.  The  new  proprietors  attempted  to  put  the  existing 
filter  into  operation,  but  the  system  was  so  archaic  as  to  be 
of  very  little  use.  For  the  1965  Season  new  piping  and  pumps 
will  be  installed,  which  will  materially  improve  the  efficiency 
of  the  filters. 

Automatic  chlorination  will  not  be  installed  for  the  I965 
Season,  but  hand  chlorination  will  be  carried  out,  as  before, 
and  will  be  done  twice  daily  during  the  period  when  the  pool  is 
used  by  the  schools.  Hand  chlorination  of  this  pool  in  the 
past  has  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory. 


LEARNER  SWIMMING  POOLS  AT  SCHOOLS 

Learner  swimming  pools  have  been  installed  at  the  schools 
at  Burlescombe,  Uffculme,  Willand,  Cullompton  and  Culmstock. 

In  some  of  these  cases  the  pools  are  emptied  into  the  Council's 
sewers.  Advice  has  been  given  on  hand  chlorination  and,  in  some 
cases,  automatic  chlorination  has  been  installed.  Routine 
samples  from  these  swimming  pools  are  taken  by  the  County  Medical 
Department  or  by  ourselves,  I  understand  that  there  are  proposals 
for  such  learner  pools  to  be  installed  at  other  schools  in  the 
Council's  Area  during  the  coming  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  this  Rural  District. 

PREVENT! gJN  OF  DAMAG'D  BY  PESTS  ACT  1  9U9 

The  Council  carried  out  its  obligations  under  this  Act  and 
a  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  this  purpose.  A 
large  number  of  contracts  have  been  taken  out  during  the  year 
for  farms  and  business  premises:  we  arrange  to  treat  them  on 

an  average  of  four  times  a  year.  The  Council's  sewers  are 

treated  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's  recommendations  and  we 
endeavour  to  treat  all  our  systems  twice  a  year.  Private  dwell¬ 
ings  are  not  covered  by  our  contract  service  and  we  do  not  give 
free  treatments,  but  ratepayers  can  ask  for  the  services  of  our 
Rodent  Operator  and  the  charges  are  reasonable. 


REFUSE  _  COLLECTION 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  worked  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  our  three  lorries  are  on  the 
road  every  day  from  Monday  to  Friday,  leaving  only  Saturday  for 
routine  maintenance  of  the  lorries  and  depot.  This  problem 

will  be  alleviated  somewhat  during  the  coming  year  when  a  larger 
capacity  lorry  of  35  cu,  yards  is  put  into  operation. 

The  proportion  of  cardboard  and  paper  in  refuse  collection 
is  still  increasing  and,  in  this  connection,  the  new  vehicle, 
which  has  a  compression  mechanism,  should  be  an  asset  and  save^a 
number  of  journeys  to  the  tip.  Householders  can  still  help  in 
keeping  down  the  quantity  of  refuse  by  burning  all  combustible 
material.  I  still  do  not  consider  it  to  be  an  economical 

proposition  in  our  District  to  collect  salvage,  owing  to  the  high 
cost  of  transport  and  labour.

Further 
inspections  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year  to  see  that  a 
higher  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained  in  these  premises.

Messrs.  Lloyd  Maunder  have  applied  for  a  new  licence  for 
their  proposed  new  slaughterhouse  at  Tiverton  Junction.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  premises  will  be  completed  in  1965.  Improve¬ 
ments  are  meanwhile  being  carried  out  to  the  pig  slaughterhouse 
and  it  is  hoped  that  better  facilities  will  be  available  for  the 
carrying  out  of  meat  inspection  under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regu¬ 
lations,  1963. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

We  now  have  four  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  available  at 
Lloyd  Maunders  ’  and  establishment  for  two  Trainees.  One  Trainee 
was  appointed  during  the  year.  Slaughtering  hours  at  Lloyd 
Maunders  are  from  6  a.m.  until  3  p.m. ,  and  at  least  one  Meat 
Inspector  is  always  in  attendance  at  the  Slaughterhouse.  No 
slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  weekends,  but  in  the  event  of 
a  casualty  arriving  at  the  Slaughterhouse,  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  someone  to  be  available  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
inspection. 

The  amount  of  slaughtering  carried  out  in  the  three  other 
private  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  District  is  very  small: 
these  butchers  only  kill  for  themselves.  Meat  in  these  establish¬ 
ments  is  inspected  by  the  Inspectors.
